May lie Purchased Bj Mays. Hie 
Country Club. 

It Is understood that the members of 
the Maysville Country Club are now 
seriously considering purchasing rrom 
the county that part or the county poor 
farm upon which the Infirmary build- 
ings are now located together with the 
large field which has been recently- 
used as a circus grounds Tor Hie loca- 
tion of the Country Club. 

The committee of nine authorized by 
the club to make the necessary prelim- 
inary arrangements is now making 
thorough Investigations into the mat- 
ter and It is understood that they urc 
very much pleased wilh the prospects 
of the location. The building now used 
as the Superintendent's home could be 
made into an attractive club house 
while some of the cotttages now used 
for the Inmates could be repaired ind 
made into cottuges for rent to mem- 
bers of the club who might desire to 
spend a few days there during tht 
summer. The grounds, II is understood, 
are proper for golf links, tennis courts, 
etc.. while there Is a good fishing shore 
al the front of the property 

Should the Country Club purchase 
this part of the County Poor Farm. It 
Is understood that the Commissioners 
would move the Infirmary Into the 
large field facing the Mt. Carmel pike 
east of the Infirmary lane and that a 
new building would la* < reeled l-.rge 
enough to properly house all inmates 
under one roof

It became known here today that 
Charles Boyd, whose body waa taken 
through here Tuesday from Indian- 
apolis en route to Fleniingsburg for 
burial, commited suicide at his home 
in Indianapolis Sunday on account of 
continued 111 health Mr Boyd was 
well known in Maysville and Mason 
county He was long connected with 
the produce business in Fleniingsburg 



Contracts were signed this ufternooi 
by Messrs. John R Downing. T. A 
Tuggle and it. K. Newell with Mrs. 
Amelia A. Carr and Mr. R. A. Carr 
whereby the first named gentlemen, 
representing a corporation now in the 
process of formation, leased from Mrs 
Carr and her son their business prop- 
erty in Baal Fourth street except that 
Mr. Carr reserves the Magnolia Flour 
Mills but retires from the retail busi- 
ness entirely, the new company taking 
over the retail Hour, feed and coal bus- 
iness he now enjoys. 

These three gentlemen are the in- 
corporators of a new company whose 
charter has been drawn and which will 
be Bled soon. The new corporation has 
grown out of the Mason County Farm 
Bureau and will be known as The Ma- 
son-Lewi* Company. It will be Incor- 
porated with a capital stock of $25,000. 
and this capital will be divided into 
(M shares of $100 each The stock will 
be offered for sale only to members 
of either the Mason or the Lewis 
County Farm Bureaus. The highest 
amount of Indebtedness the company 
may at any one time Incur Is placed 
a: $25.1X111 and the officers will be 
elected at a meeting soon to l>e held. 

The charter which the company will 
seek of the Secretary of State gives 
• hem unusually wide powers. I'nder it 
they will be authorized to manufacture 
buv sell and generally deal in coal. oil. 
salt, grain of all kinds and other kinds 
of produce ami the products thereof 
and to ensage In (he publishing of 
newspapers, magazines and other peri- 
cilicals and in connection therewith to 
carry on the business of printers, 
bookbinders, stationers, etc . and any 
other such business as may be conven- 
ient or necessary. 

This new corporation at present 
plans to deal in lime. coal, feeds, seeds, 
cement, etc.. and Mr R. E. Newell, one 
of the incorporators, will probably l>e 
the manager. The corporation takes 
over the selling and buying end of the 
farmers which has been handled re- 
' ently direct through the Farm Bu- 
reau and will therefore give that or- 
ganization and the County Agent 
greater time to spend In educational 
work in the county.

Chicago, May IS— A spontaneous 
slashing of retail prices is under way 
lu nearly all principal cities of the 
country. The movement Is noticeable 
in virtually every line or merrhnntile 
business, (hough It is particularly 
marked in the clothing and dry goods 
lines Twenty-five per cent la (he av- 
erage reduction, although in some In- 
stances II runs as high as 50 per cent. 

Suits of men's clothing which a 
month ago were selling for $65 and $75 
are now procurable in many leading 
stores for $40 and $50. Values of silk 
goods also have shrunk. 

Food prices generally are lower to- 
day (han in weeks. In Chicago meal 
on (he hoof Is considerably lower and 
(here has been a general decline in 
prices for ull classes of grain. Wheal 
is selling from 2 to 4 cents lower, and 
rjre is off from 5 to T cents The de- 
cline in grain prices is no! yet notice- 
able in (he flour and bread Irade. but 
dealers declare that lower prices in 
these commodities are certain (o come 
wilhin a week. The price slashing I 
accompanid by heavy newspaper ad- 
verlislnc campaigns.

MURDERER ENDS 
HIS OWN LIFE AT 
HIS WIFE'S GRAVE 

%.*Ut Hating IScv In liking lieu. Icy 
Slips To i;rave of Wife He Had 
Slain and Takes Ills Own 
Life. 



Greenville. III., May 18 — Harley O 
Beasley. murderder of his wife and 
two children, today wrote the last 
chapter in his career of crime. 

A week ago last Sunday night, at 
the home of his friends near Webster 
City. Iowa, after an a(tempt to effect 
reconciliation had failed, Beasley 
shot his (wo litde sons and then shot 
his wife to death. He escaped In an 
automobile 

Standing beside the grave of his 
wife and two children in Bethlehem 
Cemetery, about eight miles north of 
Mulberry Grove, 111., today Beasley. 
with his brolher. Deltnan. n( his side, 
■hot and killed himself. 

Harley Beasley s reputation as an 
expert allot, which has been a byword 
of the community, prevented two 
tanners, who were working near the 
cemetery and who saw him enter the 
place with his brother, making an 
effort to capture him. The farmers, J. 
C. Checker and W. R. Mermann, said 
(hey recognized the slayer, despite his 
unkempt appearance. 

Neither, however, was willing to 
risk the chance of a bullet form Beas- 
ley. 

Delman Beasley had been with his 
I rother since the murder of Mrs. Beas- 
ley and her sons. He told officers they 
had been hiding in woods neur Mul- 
berry Grove. Greenville authorities 
said no charge would be brought 
against Delman.

May 19— That tho re- 
port of the Census Dureau on the 
amount of tobacco In the hands of the 
dealers and manufacturers, made pub- 
lic Tuesday by the Department of 
Commerce under the provisions of the 
Cautrill Act. Is, "In the main, encour- 
aging to the growers of tobacco," was 
slated here Tuesday by Congressman 
J Campbell Canlrlll. Continuing. Mr. 
( antrtll read: 

"The report shows thai of all types 
of tobacco In the t'nlted States, there 
are today 37.000,000 pounds less In the 
bands of manufacturers that there was 
a year ago, and. almoBt without ex- 
luptlon, the stocks of every different 
type of tobacco are reduced below 
w hat they were a year ago. With spe- 
cial reference to the Burlcy type of to- 
bacco there are 5.000,000 pounds less 
in the hands of tho dealers and nianu- 
fncturers than there was April 1, 1919. 
and. so far as this particular typo Is 
. i.ncerned there Is every reson for en- 
i i'uragement for a good price this 

milng season. 

• It Is true that of some types of 
tobacco, especially In Western Ken- 
tucky, the stocks of last year s crop 
are mainly In the hands of farmers, 
owing to the failure of foreign coun- 
tries to buy their tobacco. Most of this 
type of tobacco Is exported to Europe, 
and European counties are In such 
dito financial dlstrees that they have 
bi on unable to buy a good portion of 
the Western Kentucky tobacco.
